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Continuation of 13. Other: Claims 1,15, and 28 have been amended to include rearranging "within a group of the pictures corresponding 
to the input still image data, the inter-frame coded data with respect to the intra-frame coded data". This appears to find support in the 
specification in, for example, frame reordering circuit 806 in the figure 8 embodiment, "where frames of the motion-picture data are 
rearranged according to the MPEG coding order". The newly-added limitations, then, appear to be a known part of MPEG coding. See for 
example, Watkinson, _MPEG_, pg. 259, "although the original picture sequence is IBBPBBPBBIBB..., this is transmitted as 
IPBBPBBBIBB... so that the future picture is already in the decoder before bidirectional decoding begins". Since the Asada et al. 
reference (JP 2000-50263 A) is an MPEG video coder (abstract), means for picture rearrangement are inherent in order to re-order B 
pictures in accordance with the MPEG standard. Therefore, the amended claims can continue to be rejected under the same references 
as in the prior Final rejection of 2007-1 0-05. 
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
